Th^ change drops the in­ 
dividual s e r v i c e secretaries 
from the chain of command 
over such forces. 
The law confers authority to 
nearly double the Joint Staff 
under the Joint Chiefs, 
and 
gives this group operating as 
well as planning duties. Opera­ 
tions control had been limited 
to staffs of the individual serv­ 
ices. 
Another section of the new 
law creates a single director of 
defense research and engineer­ 
ing. 
In several 
major respects, 
Congress stopped short of ful­ 
filling 
Eisenhower’s 
recom­ 
mendations. 
For one thing, it retained the 
power for either house to veto 
any proposed change in func­ 
tions of the individual services. ! 
And it kept in the law pres-11 
ent authority for any secretary 
or uniformed service chief to 
carry problems directly to Con­ 
gress. Eisenhower had denounc­ 
ed this as “legalized insubor­ 
dination.”

unteers reported irritation and 
bu rrin g of the eyes and nose.

Adams was holding a series

shattered the union official s 
story he was set afire by two 
strangers. 


PONTIAC, Mich.

Teamsters business agent Frank 
Kierdorf 
became 
a 
human 
torch while trying to set fire to 
a 
cleaning 
shop 
at 
nearby 
Flint. 
Adams and other investiga­ 
tors told newsmen that Kier- 
dorf's story that he was ab­ 
ducted and set afire Sunday 
night 
by 
two 
assailants 
he 
didn’t know was falling apart. 


The attorney general said 
a witness whose identity was 
not disclosed told him he 
viewed explosions and heard 
anguished cries from inside 
the fiery building. The wit­ 
ness reported was being held 
in protective custody at a 
secret location. 


Adams told his second news 
conference today he believes 
the witness’ story is true. 


Kierdorf lapsed into a coma 
today at the Pontiac hospital 
into which he staggered, char­ 
red from head to toe, Sunday 
night. 


The 
56-year-old 
Teamsters 
official, burned over 85 per 
cent of his body, was not ex­ 
pected to live. 
Doctors said he has devel­ 
oped kidney and chest compli­ 
cations 
which 
prevent 
him 
from offsetting some of the 
poisons in his system. 
Adams linked the burning 
with an explosion and fire Sun­ 
day 
night 
at 
the 
Latreille 
Cleaners at Flint. The fire was 
reported at 11 p.m. Kierdorf 
staggered into the hospital at 
Pontiac, 30 miles away, at 1 
a.m. Monday. 
Adams said he would not 
discuss possible motives. 
Adams entered the investiga­ 
tion yesterday at the request 
of Gov. G. Mennen Williams. 


Adams, 
who 
questioned 
witnesses 
throughout 
the 
night, said, “We are left with 
the following theories: That 
this was an organized at­ 
tempt as part of Kierdorf's 
union activity, or he did it 
on his own.” 


The witnesses included op- 
, erators of several dry cleaning 
establishments that were dy­ 
namited recently. 
George W. Latreille, owner 
of the burned cleaners, told 
newsmen he had. been contact- 
! ed several years ago by union 
men about the possibility of 
organizing 
his 
workers, 
but 
nothing came of it. 
Latreille said his employees 
are not organized and that he 
has not had any trouble. He did 
not identify which union had 
sought 
to 
organize 
his 
em­ 
ployees. 
Kierdorf refused to answer 
police questions for nearly 15 
hours after he staggered into 
the hospital. Finally, his uncle, 
Herman Kierdorf, 68, helped 
police worm a story out of his 
nephew’. 
The uncle, a form er Team­ 
sters official, then vowed re­ 
venge for the burning and dis­ 
appeared. 
The nephew' told police that 
two men he didn’t know had 
tricked him into leaving his 
Flint 
home 
by 
saying 
they 
wanted to see him on union 
business. They took him at gun­ 
point to a wooded spot off a 
gravel road, he said, and dous­ 
ed him with a fluid and set 
him afire.

By MORRIE LANDSBERG 
SACRAMENTO m — Roger 
Kent of Kent Woodlands, Dem­ 
ocratic state chairman, predict­ 
ed today the party’s state con­ 
vention this weekend will take 
a “definite and unequivocal” 
stand against what he termed 
the three “hate” measures on 
the November ballot. 
He referred to Propositions 
16 (to repeal the parochial 
school property tax exemp­ 
tion); 17 (to/rut sales taxes, ad­ 
just income taxes) 
and 
18 
(“right-to-work”). 
The Republicans, meeting 
here last weekend, avoided 
all three measures, contend­ 
ing it would be an invasion 
of the initiative system. Kent 
spoke of their inaction as 
“cowardice and expediency.” 
Similarly, in a Los Angeles 
speech, Atty. Gen. Edmund G. 
Brown, Democratic candidate 
for governor, called the Re­ 
publicans’ neutrality a “shame­ 
ful and spineless exhibition.” 
Speaking of his own party, 
Kent said: 
“We will take a stand on any­ 
thing and everything that is 
controversial.” 
William Rosenthal of Los An­ 
geles, Democratic vice chair­ 
man and probable next chair­ 
man, agreed with Kent’s pre­ 
diction on Propositions 16 and 
18 but said there may be some 
contest on 17. However, he ex­ 
pressed belief the Democrats 
will oppose 17, too. 
This measure, sponsored 
by organized labor, would 
cut the state sales tax from 
3 to 2 per cent, reduce in­ 
come taxes for those earning 
less than $5,000 a year and 
boost the rate in higher 
brackets. 
Kent said Democratic nomi­ 
nees and leaders favor giving 


the consumers a break, but 
that they regard 17 as ill-ad­ 
vised at a time when the state 
government is heading toward 
a big deficit. 
The outgoing chairman pre­ 
dicted the Democrats would 
put together a strong plank 
opposing any sales tax on food 
as possible source of revenue. 
In addition, he said the plat­ 
form would pledge a general 
overhaul of the state tax struc­ 
ture so as to “allocate the tax 
burden more equitably in favor 
of consumers.” 
Taking issue with the GOP’s 
hands-off attitude on the three 
initiatives, Assemblyman Wil­ 
liam A. Munneîl (D-Los Ange­ 
les), Assembly minority leader, 
said he considered it the duty 
and responsibility of any major 
party to let the public know 
where it stands on crucial pub­ 
lic issues. 
“Otherwise,” he said, “the 
public would be justified in 
assuming that party was fear­ 
ful, timid and maybe lacking 
in leadership.” 
Munnell looked for a har­ 
monious convention in marked 
contest, he said, to the “bick­ 
ering vascillation and indeci­ 
sion’^ the Republican meet­ 
ing. 
The Republicans were openly 
split on the “right-to-work” 
measure, with Sen. William F. 
Knowland for it and Gov. Good­ 
win J. Knight and most other 
party candidates against it.

Demos In Same Dilemma 
As GOP Over Initiatives 


The Republican Party’s stand on 
Prop. 18, the right-to-work initiative, is 
bringing both criticism and praise. 
The party took the stand last week­ 
end that the people of California “have 
reserved to themselves” the right to 
initiate legislation, and have placed on 
the ballot the right-to-work amendment 
to the state constitution. 
The issue, therefore, the party plank 
says, is “the responsibility of no political 
party, but rather an issue which by law 
is the responsibility of the people of the 
State of California.” 
Using the same reasoning, the GOP 
then resisted strong pressure to take 
stands on both Prop. 17, the sales tax 
cut-income tax boost measure, and Prop. 
16, which would repeal the tax exemp­ 
tion of non-profit private schools. 
The Democrats are extremely critical 
of this stand, particularly Att. Gen. Pat 
Brown. He called the GOP plank “wea­ 
sel worded” and “ducking” important 
ballot issues. 
But Brown and the Democrats have 
their own problems still facing them. 
Next weekend the party must build its 
own platform in Sacramento. It has been 
assumed from the start that the Demo­ 
crats would oppose Prop. 18. going 
along strongly with the recommenda­ 
tions of organized labor. 


But what then of Prop. 17? 
This 
measure, which would trim the sales tax, 
cut low bracket income taxes and sky­ 
rocket middle and upper income taxes, 
was proposed by California American 
Federation of Labor forces. 


Brown is strongly opposed to the 
measure. The problem the Democratic 
platform committee faces is, are they 
going to repudiate the laboring men who 
put the measure on the ballot, or will 
they repudiate the public stand of their 
standard bearer? 


The third route, “weasling out,” ap­ 
parently is closed to them if they are to 
make any kind of political hay out of the 
Republican right-to-work stand. 


Frankly, the GOP’s stand on the initi­ 
ative measures seems logical to us, re­ 
gardless of how it is twisted for political 
advantage. 


There are few initiative measures in­ 
deed that have a partisan flavor. If they 
were partisan, they wouldn't have to be 
initiatives. The interested parties would 
push them onto the ballot through nor­ 
mal legislative channels. 


Thus when the public decides — 
through petitions — that they want to 
vote on a particular matter, you can be 
pretty sure it is non-partisan.

FIRST DRAFT READY 
De Gaulle Completes 


French Constitution

Premier Charles De Gaulle 
has completed the draft of a 
new constitution under which 
he p l a n s to revolutionize 
France’s 
governmental 
sys­ 
tem. 
The constitution is to be 
submitted to the people in a 
national referendum on Sept. 
28 or Oct. 5. 
Political experts predict it 
will be approved by a com­ 
fortable majority and possibly 
by a landslide. 
If so, France will get, on a 
permanent basis, an “author­ 
itarian” government like that 
which De Gaulle is adminis­ 
tering under his temporary 
powers. 


T H E R E ARE indications 
that De Gaulle may dissolve 
the present parliament before 
it can start its next schedule 
session on Oct. 7. 
If he does, he will call for 
an immediate e l e c t i o n so 
there will be * new parlia­ 
ment as well as a new consti­ 
tution. 
So far, only the Commu­ 
nists have announced last- 
ditch opposition to De Gaulle’s 
proposed new deal.

The Communists are the 
strongest political party in 
France, with 148 seats in the 
596-member National Assem­ 
bly, the controlling house of 
Parliament. 
Communist Leader Maur­ 
ice Thorez has ordered his 
party workers to organize op­ 
position throughout the coun­ 
try. 


THE SOCI ALI S T Party, 
which ranks second to the 
Communists with 101 seats in 
the Assembly, is somewhat 
lukewarm on the constitution 
issue, though it is represented 
in De Gaulle’s cabinet. But 
there is no sign it will come 
out in firm opposition. 
Under De Gaulles’ constitu­ 
tion the powers of the presi­ 
dent would be increased at 
the expense of the National 
Assembly. 
Instead of being largely a 
figurehead as at present, the 
president would get strong 
executive powers like those 
exercised by the President of 
the United States. 
The president would get 
the power to dissolve the Na­ 
tional* Assembly and call for 
a new election. He would ap­ 
point a premier by his own 
authority, instead of merely 
proposing him to parliament 
for approval as at present. 


IN T I M E S OF national 
emergency, 
t h e 
president 
would be able to direct the 
government. 
The cabinet would still be 
responsible 
to 
Parliament.. 
But the powers of Parliament 
to overthrow a premier would 
be sharply restricted. 
There are reports that if 
the constitution is approved, 
De Gaulle may resign as pre­ 
mier and assume the presi­ 
dency. 
This appears to be increas­ 
ingly likely because of the 
approval De Gaulle’s policies 
have won since he took office 
June 2 after a 13-year succes­ 
sion of cabinet overthrows.

San Quentin Was No Saint; He Was 
Bad Indian Chief Who Turned Good 


San Quentin wa« not named 
for a saint. 
It was named for an Indian 
chief dubbed Quentin by the 
San Rafael Mission fathers. 
This is the story recorded 
in an old-time monthly mag­ 
azine published in San Fran­ 
cisco under the title “The Pio­ 
neer.” Its purpose was to pre­ 
serve early - California lore. 
The story about San Quentin 
appeared in an issue of May 
15, 1898. 
Quentin, about whom the 
story concerns itself, was not 
always on the best of terms 
with the little band of Fran­ 
ciscan missionaries. Around 
1824 he was doing his best to 
wipe out the mission, whiph 
had been established only 
seven years earlier. 


ACCORDING TO the story, 
chiefs of three Indian tribes 
allied themselves to extermi­ 
nate the little mission. The 
chiefs were Marin de Licatuit 
(after whom the county was 
eventually named), Quentin 
and a third named Ponponio. 
The Indian tribes were de­ 
feated by the Spaniards. Pom- 
ponio was shot, but the other 
two fared better. They were 
taken into the mission and 
after a time became “good In­ 
dians.” 
Quentin was given the job 
of boatman for the mission. 
The point of land where he 
habitually made his landings 
was given the name “Point 
Quentin.” 
“The Americans, said Gen. 
Vallejo, added ‘San or Saint’ 
to the name given the point 
by the Fathers, and cannon- 
ized the ex-robber chief. The 
mistake was a natural one 


after all, for there is a San 
Quentin in the Catholic calen­ 
dar of saints, and the map- 
makers, who knew nothing of 
the r o b b e r , supposed the 
point wai called after the 
saint. 
“Later on the state prison 
took the name, and Quentin 
was further distinguished in 
the nomenclature of the coun­ 
try, and being a marauder 
himself, it is not unfit that 
the penitentiary should be 
named after him.” 


THE PIONEERS r a t h e r 
curious opinion, that an In­ 
dian chief trying to keep out 
persons he never invited into 
his territory is a robber, was 
understandable. 
Even as late as 1898, when 
there were virtually no In­ 
dians left in California, you 
had only to mention the word 
“Indian” to someone who was 
in someway connected with 
“pioneers.” The emotional re­ 
sponse was roughly the same 
as the w o r d “communist” 
would evoke in the mind of a 
1950 Joe McCarthy admirer. 


ALTHOUGH THE 
Indian 
chief named Marin de Lica­ 
tuit already had bestowed his 
name on the county, he al­ 
most had the “Licatuit” part 
perpetuated as the name of a 
high school. 
It was p r o p o s e d as the 
name of the new high school 
opening this fall on the Lark­ 
spur - Corte Madera marsh. 
The reaction was immediate. 
The proposal did not get 
very far. “Licatuit” was dis­ 
carded in favor of the more- 
easily pronounced name — 
Redwood High School.

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Even Strong Men Quiver At Sounds 
Issuing From HAFB Jet Test Cells 


Noisy Operation Is Essential 
To Keep Planes In Flying Shape

It's 2 a.m. In a world not 
quit« aafe for democracy. 
The lights of Hamilton Air 
Force Base and Marin County 
are dim and scattered. 
In Novato, a man tosses and 
turns in bed listening to the 
distant roar of a big jet engine. 
He m utters “damn jets!” be­ 
fore drifting off to sleep again. 
Out 
at 
sea 
a 
Starfighter 
pilot mumbles “good plane” 
as he sees the lights of land 
again after returning from an 
over-ocean 
interception 
mis- 
«ion. 


JET TEST CELL 
The pilot'* thanks and the 
light sleeper’s displeasure both 
have their causes in Hamilton’s 
jet testing cell on the side of a 
hill facing San Pablo Bay at 
the north end of the Air Force 
Installation. 
Here on two testing pads is 
done final checking of new 
and rebuilt jet engines before 
they go into planes responsible 
for the air defense of the Bay 
Area. 
Here, literally smothered in 
■ound and shock, men use their 
itam ina and technical know­ 
ledge almost nightly to make 
the final running checks that 
could mean the difference be­ 
tween success or failure in the 
plane’s performance. 
A relatively old installation, 
the test cells became a sub­ 
ject of conversation when the 
Air 
Force 
announced 
last 
month it would be necessary 
to operate them at night and 
on weekends until completion 
of a new $189,000 perm anent 
jesting facility. 


INSPECTS CELLS 
Accompanied 
by Lt. Jack 
Crawford, information officer, 
this 
reporter 
inspected 
the 
cells this week to get the back­ 
ground 
of 
this 
little-under­ 
stood activity. 
Reason for night and week­ 
end operations was explained 
by M/Sgt. Wayne L. Anderson. 
“The new test cells are being 
built alongside the cells now 
in use. 
We found that the 
contractor’s men were unable 
to work while we were testing 
because they couldn’t hear each 
other,” Anderson said. 
“Next week they are going 
to have to tear down the small- 
’ er of our cells so all testing 
will have to be done with one 
block, 
which 
will 
probably 
mean longer testing hours yet.” 


MONTHS AWAY 
End to the noise problem, 
which affects the base itself 
more than outlying areas, is 
expected to come in four to 10 
months when the new struc­ 
ture will be far enough along 
to perm it its use. 
The new cells, of 10.000 and 
20,000-pound thrust capacity, 
will have a w ater baffle and 
a ceiling intake and outlet sys­ 
tem th a t are expected to sound­ 
proof the operation. 
In the meantime, testing the 
jets will have to go on. Normal 
testing hours are 4 p.m. to mid­ 
night weekdays, but weekends 
and wee hours are used when 
the flow of engines from the 
maintenance shop is greater 
than the capacity of the cells. 
The engine being prepared 
for testing when we arrived 
was a J33 built by General 
Electric for the two-place T33 
jet trainer. 


SMALLEST OF THREE 
Anderson said this is the 
smallest of three types tested. 
Next larger is the J35, of which 
two are used tandem in the 
FR9 Scorpion all-weather inter­ 
ceptor. 
Biggest engine tested 
is the J79, a 17-foot monster 
that has a standing push of 
something like 18,000 pounds. 
It is used to power the new 
supersonic F104 Starfighters. 
The J33 was set in a cradle 
in a small shed about 20 feet 
from the eight-side control but. 
Behind 
a 
layer 
of 
steel, 
soundproofing and triple glass 
windows, Anderson moved the 
dials and levers that brought i 
the J33 to life. 
A fter being started with a 
portable power source, the jet 
was run 
from 
idle through 
“run s” of 35, 40, 50 and up to 


100 per cent of rated revolu­ 


tions per minute. 
WEAR EARMUFFS 
The test reached a crescen­ 
do at 100 per cent when the 
thrust needle rolled past the 
4,200-pound mark. 
S/Sgt. Jack Lacey and a 30- 
day 
trainee, 
S/Sgt. 
George 
Dinkel, both wearing heavy ear- 
muffs, worked alongside the 
engine 
amid 
a 
galaxy 
of 
sounds, to check for fuel leaks 
or conditions that could mean 
the 
engine 
was 
unsafe 
for 
flight. 
Occupational hazards of the 
job include danger of fire or 
engine 
“explosion” 
at 
high 
speed, which is rare, to the 
strange effects of the fuel and 
lubricating 
oils 
on 
brogans 
worn by the crews. 
Anderson 
said boots last only about three 
months on the job, and then 
they “aren’t even suitable for 
half-soling.” 
But 
Anderson 
enjoys 
the 
duty, because “We do trouble 
shooting out here, and I’m the 
kind who likes to tinker and 
find out how thing go.” 
As preparations were made 
for firing up a big J79 in a 
hangar-like structure next to 
the other cell, the story was 
told of the effects of the tre­ 
mendous noise on a flight sur­ 
geon who came around to take 
decibel readings from another 
J79. 


GIVES UP 
The surgeon kept checking 
readings as the engine speeded 
up, but when the afterburner 
was cut in, the test ended as 
the surgeon abandoned the ma­ 
chine in retreat. 
Testing crews are not allow­ 
ed outside the insulated con­ 
trol booth when a J79 is being 
run at more than 90 per cent 
speed. 
I took some movies outside 
there one time, but I’d rather 
be beat on the belly with a 
baseball bat for nine innings 
than do it again,” Anderson 
said. 
The regular jet “whine” is 
augmented on the J79 and J35 
engines 
by the 
afterburner, 
which somewhat in the man­ 
ner of a diesel engine injects 
fuel into the hot exhaust gases 
at the rear of the engine. This 
creates an amplification of the 
explosion out the rear. 
Before 
leaving, 
Anderson 
suggested stepping outside and 
watching first-hand the firing 
of the J79. 
SHOCK VIBRATIONS 
The noise was not too ap­ 
parent at first through heavy 
foam plastic ear muffs. 
It be­ 
gan to get uncomfortable when 
shock vibrations began shak­ 
ing the dirt, the air and the 
human frame. 
With a “pow,” the after­ 
burner ignited. A line of flame 
extended about 20 feet behind 
the engine. 
Vertical lines in 
the flame area were visible 
shock waves where the speed 
of the exhaust exceeded the 
speed of sound. 
Moments later it was all over. 
When the noise, had died to 
what appeared to be nothing,

I took off the muffs only to 
find that even at this reduced 
level it was still just short 
of deafening. 
Too late I found out the 
wise advice to “keep a loose 
jaw” when standing in such 
high levels of vibration. 
The

back toward the parking lot.

Osborne commented in an

Ilwain, university physicist, on 
preliminary findings of decod­ 
ed space radiation information 
from Explorer IV. 
Mcllwain said the informa­ 
tion showed radiation intensi­ 
fies 
at 
around 
1,200 
miles 
above South America repre­ 
sented an exposure level of 
about 10 roentgens per hour. 


FATAL AMOUNT 
" 
Osborne said previous stu­ 
dies of animals given that dos­ 
age showed the fatal amount 
ranged from 200 roentgens for 
guinea pigs to 800 for rats. The 
fatal dosage for man usually is 
estimated at 450 roentgens. 
“ If there are 10 roentgens 
per hour and if a substantial 
portion of the cosmic ray is 
highly penetrating one would 
expect death to occur if prop­ 
er shielding could not be pro­ 
vided,” he said. “The time of 
death would be a matter of 
speculation.”

Mrs. LaMarca told of taking 
the children to see their father 
at Sing Sing Sunday. “They 
got along fine.” she said. “ He 
told them to do well in school 
and take care of me.

2. The board's decision at a 
recent meeting to strike from 
the record an 
earlier

Trodden also stated his en­ 
joyment in working with “the 
excellent teachers in the dis­ 
trict.”

EDWARD LEE WOODS 
He needed the drugs 


'Prince' Who 
Duped Marin 


In News Again 


Edward Lee Woods, that de­ 
lightfully 
phony 
“U b a n g i 
prince” 
who 
bamboozled 
a 
number of prominent Marin- 
ltes last fall with his tales of 
darkest Africa, Is back in the 
news again. 
The 25-year-old Negro was 
reported heading north yester­ 
day from Pensacola, Fla., where 
he was acquitted on charges 
of obtaining narcotics by mis­ 
representation. 
Woods, alias “His Royal High­ 
ness M w u ab istia Nk a b o u r i 
Kaunstiouri,” 
w a s 
ordered 
freed by Judge Kirke M. Beall 
after defense attorneys argued 
Woods had been in real pain 
and actually needed the drugs 
administered in E s c a m b i a 
County General Hospital. 


FALSE NAME 
Prosecutors said Woods had 
been given 100 milligrams of 
demerol under a false name. 
But Wood’s attorney said no 
matter what his name was, he 
actually needed the drug that 
a doctor had prescribed. 
It was an old familiar theme 
in Marin County, where Woods 
last fall was given pain-killing 
drugs at Marin General and 
San Rafael General Hospitals. 
During his three-day visit to 
M a r i n , 
the 
well-mannered 
young “prince” 
was royally 
treated in the style and manner 
to which he had long been ac­ 
customed. 
After his departure for oth­ 
er Calipornia points (where he 
repeated his antics), there were 
cries of “fake,” “imposter” and 
“phony” from the Marinites he 
had duped. 


DESERTED FAMILY 
Woods was unmasked after 
his arrest on a vagrancy charge 
last December in Needles. It 
was subsequently learned he 
had deserted his wife and two 
small children three years ago 
in Weed, Siskiyou County. 
Woods also admitted he was 
the “Crown Prince E d w a r d 
of French Equatorial Africa” 
who last year was conducted 
on a special 20-minute tour of 
the Harry S. Truman Library 
in Independence, Mo. 
After his trial in Pensacola 
this week, Woods told news­ 
men he was going back to Phil­ 
adelphia, his home of record, 
where he said he formerly 
worked as a tool maker.

He left the col­ 
lege early this year and turned 
up in the Pensaloca hospital 
for treatment of a kidney con­ 
dition — still in his assumed 
role. 
When his true identity was 
learned last year, Woods said, 
“I’m glad It’s over. I want to 
go back to Florida and get a 
job on the farm. But I’m afraid 
I’ll again get tired of looking 
i t the back end of mules and 
will probably leave again. I’m 
i wanderer.”
